SEVENTY-SEVENTH  ANNIVERSARY 


Report  of  Proceedings 


The  seventy-seventh  annual  session  of  the  Chicago  Baptist 
Association  was  held  June  6  and  7,  1912,  with  the  Tabernacle 
Church  of  Chicago.  The  Program  Committee  had  chosen  the  gen¬ 
eral  theme  “The  Local  Church,”  and  all  the  addresses  bore  on  that 
subject.  Following  is  a  report  of  the  proceedings. 

Rev.  R.  R.  Kennan  of  the  Wheaton  Church  conducted  the 
opening  devotional  service.  Committees  were  appointed  by  the 
Moderator  as  follows :

In  his  annual  address,  the  Moderator,  Mr.  John  Nuveen, 
spoke  of  the  fact  that  for  the  most  part  the  churches  that  a  year 

ago  were  pastorless  were  now  supplied.  The  es- 
Moderator’s  tablishment  of  the  Church  Extension  Fund  was 
Address  one  0f  the  noteworthy  features  of  the  year.  Speak¬ 

ing  of  the  decline  in  membership  shown  by  the 
statistics  he  declared  that  we  were  passing  through  a  period  of 
transition.  Other  denominations  as  well  as  our  own  were  feeling 
these  changes.  Growing  prosperity  he  felt  might  have  some¬ 
thing  to  do  with  religious  decline.  When  men  become  prosperous 
they  are  prone  to  forget  God.  He  urged  that  untiring  efforts  be 
put  forth  to  re-establish  the  family  altar,  and  that  during  the 
coming  year  Sunday  School  work  receive  the  emphasis  to  which 
it  is  entitled. 

Judson  B.  Thomas  reported  for  the  program  committee.  His 
report  as  published  in  the  foregoing  ages  was  received  and  the  same 
adopted.  Dr.  C.  R.  Henderson  was  the  only  speaker  unable  to  ap¬ 
pear  as  announced. 
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The  report  of  the  Clerk  for  the  year  was  then  heard : 

“Eighty-three  churches  at  this  writing  hold  membership  in  the  Asso¬ 
ciation,  this  being  one  less  than  reported  a  year  ago  due  to  the  union  of 

the  Fourth  and  Second  churches.  Three  churches  have 
Clerk’s  apparently  gone  quite  out  of  existence,  Bloomingdale, 

Report  Lily  Lake  and  Russell.  Warrenville,  though  reporting, 

is  evidently  in  a  precarious  condition.  According  to  the 
provision  of  the  constitution  as  found  in  Article  VII,  a  committee  should 
be  appointed  at  this  session  to  look  into  the  condition  of  the  churches 
mentioned.  Of  the  remaining  eighty  churches  all  but  three  make  report 
to  this  body.  The  clerk  was  unable  to  secure  responses  in  time  for  pub¬ 
lication  from  the  Fifth  Avenue  German  and  Finnish  churches.  Humboldt 
Park  while  not  reporting  appears  to  have  an  excellent  excuse.  It  will  be 
observed  that  a  new  column  has  been  added  this  year,  that  showing  the 
indebtedness  on  each  piece  of  church  property.  The  clerk  has  also  tried, 
with  indifferent  success,  to  secure  a  report  from  each  church  on  the  num¬ 
ber  of  non-resident  members.

The  total  membership  in  the  Association  is  23,446,  a  loss  of  481  from 
the  figures  reported  last  year.  There  have  been  SOO  baptisms.  There  seems 
to  be  a  growing  disposition  on  the  part  of  the  various  church  clerks  to 
co-operate  with  the  clerk  of  the  Association  in  his  attempts  to  secure  ac¬ 
curate  reports  of  the  year’s  activities.

Johnston  Myers  reported  for  the  Commission  on  the  State  of 
Religion  in  the  Churches,  as  follows : 

In  looking  over  the  work  of  the  Chicago  Baptist  Association,  your 
commission  has  found  much  to  encourage. 

1.  Our  vacant  pulpits  are  practically  all  filled  with 
Re  ort  of  able,  consecrated  men.  This  is  a  most  hopeful  change 

Committee  on  from  the  situation  which  existed  one  year  ago. 

“State  of  Religion  2.  Our  city  mission  work,  under  the  care  of  the 
in  the  Churches.”£rxecutive  Council  has  made  notable  progress  during  the 

year,  particularly  in  church  buildings.  By  means  of  the 
Church  Extension  Fund  and  the  gifts  of  the  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Society,  several  churches  have  either  completed  or  have  in  process  of 
erection,  attractive  meeting  houses.  Special  mention  should  be  made  of 
South  Chicago,  Immanuel  German,  Ephiphany,  Maywood,  West  Pullman, 
and  Washington  Park. 

3.  Our  Baptist  laymen  have  responded  generously  during  the  year  to 
every  call  for  gifts  and  service  in  behalf  of  the  denomination. 

4.  Our  great  University,  the  Baptist  Orphanage  and  the  Old  People’s 
Home  have  each  enlarged  their  excellent  service. 

We  cannot  but  lament  evident  weaknesses  and  losses. 

1.  We  regret  the  loss  of  our  Baptist  Hospital,  and  hope  that  in  the 
near  future  it  may  be  re-established. 

2.  Reports  show  that  no  progress  has  been  made  in  Sunday-School 
work,  and  we  recommend  that  some  special  attention  be  given  to  the 
study  of  the  Sunday-School  situation. 

3.  We  are  impressed  with  the  lack  of  spiritual  power  in  most  of  our 
churches.  This  weakness  seems  to  be  recognized,  both  by  pastors  and 
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people.  It  is  noticeable  in  our  prayer-meetings  and  in  the  apparent  failure 
of  recent  revival  efforts.  The  additions  to  our  churches  by  baptism  are 
not  what  the  churches  should  expect.  Your  commission  would  recom¬ 
mend  the  appointment  of  a  committee  which  shall  have  as  its  object  the 
inauguration  of  a  revival  which  shall  include  all  our  churches.  Your 
commission  sees  no  other  relief  for  our  weaknesses  than  a  closer  fellow¬ 
ship  with  Jesus  Christ  and  a  more  complete  recognition  of  our  depend¬ 
ence  upon  Him.

The  report  of  this  commission  provoked  considerable  discus¬ 
sion.  W.  W.  Dewey  felt  that  while  the  pastors  were  consecrated 
men,  religious  work  had  fallen  on  a  time  of  great  depression. 
Tudson  B.  Thomas  interjected  an  optimistic  note  when  he  said 
the  situation  was  not  half  so  bad  as  it  appeared.  Statistics  by  no 
means  tell  all  the  truth.  We  have  our  problems  but  whining 
will  not  solve  them.  C.  R.  Holden  said  the  lack  of  tone  in  the  Pro¬ 
testant  Church  was  due  to  the  fact  that'we  fail  to  realize  the  obliga¬ 
tion  of  church  membership.  Myron  E.  Adams  and  Ingram  E.  Bill 
also  spoke  to  the  question. 


It  was  moved  by  Doctor  Thomas  that  a  committee  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  the  chair  to  consider  the  recommendation  presented 
in  the  report,  such  committee  to  report  later  in  the  session.  The 
motion  prevailed  and  the  chair  announced  the  committee  would 
be  appointed  at  the  afternoon  meeting.

church,  he  defined  as  a  channel  through  which  the 
personality  and  life  of  Jesus  Christ  is  to  flow.  The  church  is  the 
only  institution  which  can  understand  the  community.  Patient,  per¬ 
sonal  service  is  the  only  thing  that  will  win  the  people. 

At  this  point  the  moderator  appointed  Brethren  Skevington, 
Thomas  and  Ford  as  a  special  committee  to  report  on  the  recom¬ 
mendations  made  to  the  Association  by  the  Commission  on  “State 
of  Religion  in  the  Churches.” 


The  committee  on  Nominations  asked  the  privi¬ 
lege  of  reporting.

Coming  together  in  the  afternoon,  W.  H.  Tay¬ 
lor  led  the  devotional  service,  after  which  the  dele¬ 
gates  listened  to  the  report  of  the  Commission  on 
Education  presented  by  Professor  Franklin  V  . 


Johnson.  The  report  follows  : 
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BAPTIST  MISSIONARY  TRAINING  SCHOOL. 

The  Baptist  Missionary  Training  School  has  enjoyed  a  year  of  marked 
prosperity.  One  hundred  and  nine  students  have  been  enrolled,  representing 
fourteen  nationalities.  Of  this  number,  fifty-two  are  High  or  Normal 
School  graduates,  and  five  are  in  the  College  department.  The  enrollment 
includes  one  Mexican,  one  Cuban,  two  Norwegians,  eight  Danish,  six  Ger¬ 
mans,  one  Swiss,  one  Finn,  one  Hungarian,  one  Jewess,  two  Chinese,  and 
four  Africans.  Some  of  these  come  directly  from  their  native  countries; 
others  were  born  in  America.  The  wide  field  from  which  these  students 
come  and  the  equally  wide  field  to  which  they  go  after  receiving  their  train¬ 
ing  here  makes  the  school  a  significant  factor  in  the  world  wide  missionary 
enterprise. 

Three  new  courses  have  been  added  to  the  curriculum  this  year. 

I.  A  course  in  Missions  extending  through  the  year,  including  “The 
History,  Principles  and  Methods  of  Missions;”  “A  Normal  Course  in  Mis¬ 
sions;”  and  “Baptist  Missions.” 

II.  Two  terms  of  individual  investigation  in  sociology. 

III.  “How  to  Use  the  Bible.” 

A  course  in  Domestic  Science  has  also  been  a  new  feature  of  the  year. 
A  graduate  of  Pratt  Institute,  New  York,  a  resident  teacher,  has  in  many 
ways  helped  the  pupils  not  only  in  the  industrial  but  also  in  the  religious 
and  social  life. 

The  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Woman’s  American  Baptist  Home  Mis¬ 
sion  Society,  under  whose  auspices  the  School  is  conducted,  has  this  year 
voted  not  to  give  diplomas  to  any  except  those  who  are  graduates  of  High 
Schools,  Normal  Schools  or  Colleges,  or  who  have  had  an  equivalent  train¬ 
ing.  This  marks  an  important  advance  in  the  intellectual  training  required 
of  graduates  and  should  greatly  increase  their  efficiency.  Those  students 
who  have  not  had  these  advantages  before  coming  to  the  Training  School 
will  be  given  a'  certificate  of  work  done,  after  completing  the  two  years’ 
course.  If  such  students  show  fitness  for  missionary  work,  the  Board  ex¬ 
pects  to  employ  them  upon  the  field  if  they  are  needed.  The  Board,  however, 
does  not  become  responsible  for  the  appointment  of  any  student  taking 
the  course  in  the  School. 

The  instructors  have  been  men  and  women  of  marked  ability,  most  of 
them  giving  their  services  because  of  their  interest  in  the  School. 

The  family  life  of  fellowship  contributes  greatly  to  the  spiritual  at¬ 
mosphere  of  the  school.  It  is  one  great  sisterhood  united  by  the  strong 
hands  of  Christian  love,  and  working  for  the  same  Master.  The  dominant 
aim  and  motive  of  each  is  to  do  all  in  the  name  of  Jesus.  Forty-four  strong, 
consecrated,  well-equipped  young  women  go  out  from  the  school  this  year. 
The  Training  School,  both  by  reason  of  what  it  has  accomplished,  and  for 
the  greater  work  it  is  to  do,  deserves  the  earnest  prayers  and  loyal  co-op¬ 
eration  of  all  the  churches  of  this  Association. 

THE  DIVINITY  SCHOOL. 

The  Divinity  School  has  had  during  the  past  year  an  attendance  of  381, 
including  the  Summer  Quarter.  The  attendance  during  the  regular  three 
quarters  has  amounted  to  212.  In  the  Graduate  Divinity  School  there  were 
157  enrolled  during  the  three  quarters,  and  55  in  the  Swedish  and  Dano- 
Norwegian  Theological  Seminaries. 
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Two  important  events  have  marked  the  year:  (1)  the  completion  of 
arrangements  for  the  transfer  of  the  Swedish  Theological  Seminary  to 
the  Swedish  Baptist  Conference  of  America,  and  (2)  the  development  of 
the  idea  of  vocational  curricula  in  the  Graduate  Divinity  School.  In  pur¬ 
suance  of  the  latter  object  there  has  been  developed  a  group  of  courses 
intended  to  prepare  men  for  efficiency  as  pastors.  Another  group  of 
courses  has  been  adopted  looking  toward  the  special  preparation  for  mis¬ 
sionary  work.  Still  others  will  provide  for  religious  philanthropic  work 
and  religious  education.  Thanks  to  its  relation  to  the  University,  the  Di¬ 
vinity  School  is  able  to  provide  unusual  opportunity  for  the  various  sorts 
of  preparation  for  practical  religious  work. 

The  year  has  been  marked  by  earnest  support  of  Christian  activity  on 
the  part  of  the  students.  Four  students  have  carried  on  the  Church  at 
Auburn  Park,  supported  by  the  Northwestern  Baptist  Education  Society, 
and  practically  all  students  have  been  engaged  in  religious  work.  The 
Evangelistic  Band  has  conducted  services  in  five  churches,  and  the  Mis¬ 
sionary  Band  has  also  held  services  in  one  or  two  churches.  The  School 
has,  at  the  present  time,  19  persons  intending  to  go  to  the  foreign  field, 
and  three  Japanese  students. 


RECO  MMENDATIONS. 

During  the  past  two  or  three  years  much  time  and  effort  have  been 
devoted  to  various  movements  intended  to  increase  our  knowledge  of  and 
our  interest  in  the  great  missionary  enterprises  of  the  Christian  Church. 
We  are  at  present  engaged  in  preparation  for  the  greatest  missionary  ex¬ 
position  ever  undertaken  in  the  world.  There  is  grave  danger  that  these 
activities,  by  reason  of  their  very  magnitude,  may  result  only  in  missionary 
dissipation.  To  avoid  this  we  must  address  ourselves  to  the  task  of  con¬ 
serving,  in  definite,  tangible  form,  in  our  local  churches,  the  enthusiasm 
and  zeal  which  these  movements  have  aroused.  Your  commission  feels 
that  the  local  church  offers  a  field  for  effective  education  in  the  work  of  our 
own  denomination  in  city,  home,  and  foreign  missions  through  the  Sunday 
Schools,  Young  Peoples  Societies,  and  other  organizations  within  the  church. 
It  recommends : 

1.  That  a  syllabus  be  prepared  briefly  setting  forth  the  history  of 
the  Baptist  Churches,  the  organization  and  work  of  the  Executive  Council, 
the  Orphanage,  the  Old  Peoples’  Home,  and  other  similar  denominational 
enterprises  in  this  Association ;  the  organization  and  work  of  our  larger 
denominational  societies  both  home  and  foreign. 

2.  That  instruction  based  on  this  syllabus  be  given,  in  each  church  in 
such  manner  as  seems  best  adapted  to  the  individual  church,  in  order  to 
secure  especially  among  the  younger  members  an  increasing  support  of  these 
enterprises,  based  on  a  knowledge  of  the  methods,  relations,  and  needs  of 
our  denominational  activities.

Speaking  of  “The  Educational  Problem  of  the  Local  Church,” 
Warren  P.  Behan  said  that  the  educational  work  of  the  church 

was  two  fold  in  character :  to  make  the  individual 
w.  p.  Behan—  God-like  and  to  create  a  social  order  in  which  men 
Addre»«  shall  live  as  brothers.  Evangelization  and  educa¬ 

tion  are  both  necessary.  Neglecting  either  pro¬ 
duces  in  the  church  a  mob  and  not  an  army.  To  educate  only  is 
suicidal.  The  lack  of  a  definite  objective  is  very  apparent  in

church  life.  The  first  great  need  is  for  members  to  take  their 
business  more  seriously.  Mr.  Behan  urged  the  necessity  of  in¬ 
telligent  work  in  a  scientific  manner,  the  formation  of  study  classes 
and  the  correlation  of  all  agencies  in  the  church. 

H.  R.  Clissold  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Edu¬ 
cational  Commission  and  likewise  moved  that  the  recommendations 
contained  in  the  report  be  referred  to  the  next  Commission  with  the 
suggestion  that  such  syllabus  be  prepared  under  their  direction.  The 
motion  prevailed. 

Wm,  A.  McKinney  presented  the  matter  of  the  great  forth¬ 
coming  missionary  exposition,  “The  World  in  Chicago.”  “A  de¬ 
vice,”  he  called  it,  “to  teach  missions  to  the  eye 
world  in  in  a  new  way.”  Following  his  most  lucid  ex¬ 

planation  of  the  details  of  the  undertaking,  Mr. 
Behan  presented  a  resolution  which  was  seconded 
by  Mr.  Boynton. 

Resolved,  That  this  Association  heartily  indorses  the  Mission¬ 
ary  Exposition  and  Pageant  known  as  “The  World  in  Chicago,”  to 
be  held  in  the  Coliseum  and  Auditorium  in  May,  1913,  and  that 
every  local  church  be  urged  to  participate  and  to  promptly  make 
the  appointments  already  requested  of  the  pastor  by  the  execu¬ 
tive  officers  of  the  World  in  Chicago.” 

The  resolution  was  adopted. 

The  Committee  on  Advisory  Councils  made  no  report,  the 
chairman  not  being  present  and  no  member  of  the  committee  hav¬ 
ing  been  empowered  to  make  such  report. 

The  Committee  on  New  Churches,  to  whom 
Report  of  had  been  given  a  year  ago  the  task  of  endeavoring 

S™^!tchurches”  to  bring  into  the  Association  the  colored  and 

foreign  speaking  brethren,  made  report  of  their 
work  through  E.  M.  Martinson  as  follows: 

Your  Committee  on  New  Churches  begs  leave  to  make  the  following 
report : 

In  accordance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Association  at  its  last  annual 
meeting,  the  Chairman  of  this  committee,  Rev.  C.  H.  Snashall,  communicated 
with  the  pastors  of  seventeen  Negro  Baptist  Churches,  sixteen  Swedish 
Baptist  Churches,  two  Danish  and  two  German  Baptist  Churches. 

The  Committee  was  not  called  together  and  just  before  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  the  correspondence  was  turned  over  to  me  by  the  chair¬ 
man  who  has  since  removed  from  this  Association.  In  my  judgment 
the  chairman  has  done  all  that  is  possible  or  adviseable  at  the  present  time 
to  effect  the  union  of  all  Baptist  Churches  in  this  fi.eld  with  this  Associa¬ 
tion. 

On  April  12th,  1912,  the  following  letter  was  sent  to  all  the  above-men¬ 
tioned  churches : 
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“Dear  Brother:  At  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Chicago  Baptist  Asso¬ 
ciation  held  last  June  at  the  Lexington  Avenue  Baptist  Church,  the  follow¬ 
ing  resolution  was  passed:  ‘For  the  glory  of  Jesus  Christ  our  Divine  Lord, 
the  Chicago  Association  cordially  invites  every  Baptist  Church  within  the 
field  of  the  Association  to  unite  with  us,  and  to  that  end  we  urge  the 
Committee  on  New  Churches  to  promote  this  union  of  our  Baptist  Churches 
during  the  coming  year.’ 

“Therefore,  in  harmony  with  this  resolution  this  line  is  sent  your 
church  by  the  committee  with  the  sincere  desire  that  you  make  application 
for  such  membership  and  forward  the  same  immediately  to  C.  H.  Snashall, 
2817  Warren  Ave.,  City.  Should  your  church  at  present  be  affiliated  with 
an  association  of  your  own  nationality,  it  is  understood  that  this  will  form 
no  barrier  to  your  membership  with  us. 

“In  making  application  for  such  membership  you  are  requested  to 
furnish  the  following  data,  which  kindly  fill  out  immediately  with  a  copy 
of  minutes  of  said  request,  and  forward  as  above. 

1.  Minutes  of  council  of  recognition  with  date. 

2.  Location  of  church. 

3.  Present  membership. 

4.  Value  of  property. 

5.  Pastor. 

“The  next  meeting  of  the  Association  will  be  held  June  6th  and  7th 
at  the  Tabernacle  Baptist  Church.  Your  church  is  invited  to  be  present.

To  this  letter  two  replies  were  received.  One  Danish  pastor  wanted 
to  know  what  the  Chicago  Baptist  Association  is.  When  he  was  informed, 
nothing  further  was  heard  from  him.  One  Swedish  pastor  declined  for 
his  church  such  affiliation,  “especially  for  the  reason  that  our  Swedish 
churches  are  now  in  a  critical  position  because  the  Theological  Union  has 
refused  to  continue  its  support  of  the  Swedish  Theological  Seminary  and 
thereby  throws  us  on  our  own  resources.” 

From  May  6th  to  May  11th  a  second  letter  was  sent  out  to  all  these 
churches  by  the  chairman,  to  this  effect: 

“My  Dear  Brother:  We  have  not  as  yet  received  the  request  of  the 

-  Baptist  Church  for  membership  next  month  in  the  Greater  Chicago 

Baptist  Association.  May  we  not  have  this  within  the  next  few  days? 

In  Him, 

C.  H.  Snashall.” 

One  of  these  letters  to  a  colored  church  was  returned.  Another  col¬ 
ored  church  filled  out  the  data  requested  without  asking  for  admission. 
Another  Swedish  Church  declined  affiliation  on  the  ground  of  its  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Swedish  Baptist  Association  with  its  attending  obligations. 

That  is  the  sum  total,  and  the  purport  of  the  responses  made  to  the 
letters  of  this  Committee. 
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It  would  appear  that  of  the  thirty-seven  churches  addressed,  not  one 
desires  membership  in  this  Association.  There  may  be  various  reasons 
for  this.  The  resolution  of  this  Association  responsible  for  this  attempt 
at  unification  does  not  recite  the  advantages,  if  any,  to  be  derived  by  these 
churches  and  by  the  Baptist  cause  in  general,  from  such  union,  and  conse¬ 
quently  the  letters  of  the  Committee  were  not  warranted  in  setting  forth 
any  such ;  but  evidently  there  must  be  some  such  undeniable  advantages, 
and  they  must  be  clearly  stated,  before  a  sufficient  motive  can  be  supplied 
to  these  churches  for  desiring  such  union.  It  may  be  that  a  better  mode 
of  approach  to  these  churches  is  not  through  letters  to  the  separate  churches, 
which  might  possibly  even  awaken  the  suspicion  in  some  minds  that  we 
were  trying  by  personal  solicitation  to  break  up  or  weaken  the  already 
existing  associations  of  these  churches,  but  by  accredited  representatives 
of  this  association  to  the  yearly  meetings  of  the  respective  associations  of 
their  churches,  setting  forth  the  desirability  of  closer  affiliation  of  all 
Baptists  in  this  field  in  one  general  association  such  as  the  Chicago  Baptist 
Association.  The  work  of  your  committee  on  New  Churches  has  certainly 
broken  ground  for  some  such  action  by  this  Association,  if  it  should  be 
deemed  desirable  to  do  so.  The  reasons  alleged  by  the  churches  who 
declined  affiliation,  your  committee  does  not  regard  as  prohibitive,  or  even 
a  hindrance,  to  the  proposed  union.  But  there  may  possibly  be  found 
psychological,  linguistic  or  racial  obstacles  to  such  union  that  will  constitute 
serious  sentimental  barriers;  and  if  so,  in  the  interests  of  Christian  citizen¬ 
ship,  of  the  larger  and  universal  enterprises  of  the  Kingdom  and  of  the 
whole  Baptist  denomination,  such  barriers  should  be  removed  as  kindly  and 
carefully  as  possible.  The  trend  of  our  times,  the  spirit  of  our  American 
institutions,  the  very  genius  of  Christ’s  Kingdom,  all  demand  this. 

Therefore,  if  the  proposed  union  of  all  Baptist  churches  in  this  field 
is  still  desired  by  this  Association  it  seems  to  the  present  chairman  of  this 
committee  that  one  of  three  methods  of  procedure  may  be  adopted.  Either 
(1)  that  accredited  representatives  of  this  Association  be  sent  to  the  next 
general  meeting  of  the  respective  associations  of  these  churches,  to  explain 
the  purposes  and  advantages  of  such  union,  and  seeking  to  secure  a  vote 
of  these  bodies  recommending  to  their  churches  the  application  for  member¬ 
ship  in  the  Chicago  Baptist  Association.  Or  (2)  that  a  committee  of  this 
Association  be  appointed  to  confer  with  similar  committees  of  their  Asso¬ 
ciations,  which  they  shall  be  asked  to  appoint,  for  the  purpose  of  thor¬ 
oughly  investigating  the  whole  matter,  in  all  its  aspects,  with  a  view  to 
the  proposed  union.  Or  (3)  that  the  matter  be  referred  to  the  Baptist 
Executive  Council,  for  such  investigation  and  promotion,  as  that  Council 
in  its  close  contact  with  the  foreign-speaking  and  Negro  Baptist  Churches, 
through  its  superintendent,  may  be  able  to  make.  In  any  case  report  of 
progress  should  be  made  at  the  next  annual  meeting  of  this  Association.

C.  F.  Tolman  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  with  the  last 
recommendation  of  the  committee.  The  motion  was  carried. 


Johnston  Myers,  the  preacher  of  the  annual  sermon  took  for 
his  text  I  John  V  :5,  “Who  is  he  that  overcometh  the  world  but 

he  that  believeth  that  Jesus  is  the  Son  of  God.” 
Dr.  Myers  felt  that  all  was  not  well  in  the  Pro¬ 
testant  church,  and  that  this  condition  of  affairs 
was  in  the  main  due  to  the  fact  that  the  deity  of 
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Jesus  was  a  truth  that  did  not  receive  proper  emphasis.  There  are 
three  things  he  said,  to  which  we  must  apply  this  doctrine ;  our 
faith,  our  service  and  our  love. 


Resolutions 


The  Committee  on  Resolutions  reported  through 
its  chairman,  M.  P.  Boynton. 


It  seems  to  your  Committee  that  the  time  has  come  for  the  voice  of 
our  Association,  as  expressed  in  the  regular  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Resolutions  to  take  for  granted  the  deep,  abiding  interest  of  the  Church 
in  the  work  of  our  denominational  institutions,  the  related  work  of  the 
State  convention  and  the  Northern  Baptist  Convention.  Our  platform 
always  welcomes  the  honored  leaders  in  these  departments  of  our  common 
tasks. 


Your  Committee  also  feels  that  such  reforms  of  our  day  as  theJTem- 
perance  Cause,  the  War  on  White  Slavery,  the  cry  against  labor  oppres- 
sions  in  excessive  toil,  the  demand  for  a  day’s  rest  each  week,  and  other 
well-known  reforms,  have  an  open  door  into  the  hearts  and  churches  of 
our  denomination,  and  the  devotion  of  our  people  to  these  great  causes 
can  be  taken  for  granted. 

Therefore  your  Committee  submits  this  report  in  support  of  certain 
great  methods  that  look  toward  the  successful  issue  of  much  needed  reforms. 

Whereas,  The  great  need  today  in  the  Temperance  Reform  is  agree¬ 
ment  of  Christian  people  in  the  methods  employed  and  a  freer  use  of  the 
literature  produced  on  this  subject,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we  urge  our  Churches  to  open  their  doors  to  the  Illinois 
Anti-Saloon  League  affording  It  at  least  one  service  in  the  year  for  the 
presentation  of  its  great  work,  and  be  it 


Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  Sunday  Schools  to  co-operate  with  our 
Publication  Society  and  the  Commission  on  Social  Service  of  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention  in  instructing  our  youth  in  the  lines  of  thought  and 
effort  so  ably  presented  by  that  Commission. 

Whereas,  We  most  unitedly  favor  the  total  abolition  of  the  liquor 
traffic,  yet  as  means  to  that  end  we  endorse  such  measures  as  the  new  bill 
known  as  Senate  Bill  5461  looking  to  the  further  restriction  of  the  liquor 
business  in  Washington,  D.  C.  and  hereby  request  the  Clerk  of  this  Asso¬ 
ciation  to  write  the  proper  authorities  in  Washington,  praying  their  sup¬ 
port  of  this  measure.  We  also  request  our  Clerk  to  urge  our  representa¬ 
tives  at  Washington  to  secure  an  early  passage  of  the  Inter-State  Liquor 
Shipment  Bill  now  pending  in  Congress. 

Whereas,  Wide-spread  interest  is  manifested  in  the  proposed  legislation 
for  a  more  careful  supervision  of  the  physical  qualifications  of  persons  seek¬ 
ing  marriage,  be  it 

Resolved ,  That  we  commend  this  question  to  the  careful  study  of  our 
Pastors  with  the  hope  that  what  is  done  shall  be  remedial  in  protecting 
our  homes  and  coming  generations  against  those  diseases  and  deformities 
that  are  now  so  distressingly  prevalent. 

Whereas,  The  daily  press  is  an  increasing  power  in  modern  life,  es¬ 
pecially  when  committed  to  the  good, 

Resolved,  That  we  most  heartily  commend  those  journals  of  our  city 
that  devote  space  to  the  religious  and  moral  enterprises  of  our  people. 
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Resolved,  That  we  urge  our  Pastors  and  other  Church  leaders  to  pro¬ 
mote  the  widest  possible  reading  of  our  denominational  papers  and  maga¬ 
zines.  We  especially  commend  to  the  Churches  The  Standard. 

Whereas,  It  is  no  light  task  to  provide  for  the  sessions  of  this  body, 

there  be  it 

Resolved,  That  we  most  cordially  thank  Pastor  Beckwith  and  the 
members  of  Tabernacle  Church  for  the  complete  and  comfortable  arrange¬ 
ments  made  for  this  meeting  of  the  Association.

port  as  follows : 

Your  Committee  finds  that  fifty-six  churches  report  two  hundred  and 
fourteen  deaths  during  the  past  year. 

Eighty-six  of  this  number  were  men  and  boys ;  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
eight  were  women  and  girls.  It  was  impossible  to  discover  from  the  re¬ 
ports  how  many  of  these  were  children.  The  Committee  would  like  this 
information. 

The  majority  of  the  names  published  in  the  report  are  unknown  out¬ 
side  of  the  church  and  community  where  they  lived.  We  have  sought 
from  delegates  present  information  regarding  this  company,  and  can  bear 
testimony  for  them  that  they  died  in  the  faith — leaving  benedictions  to 
comfort  those  who  miss  them. 

Among  the  number  are  names  which  have  stood  for  heroic  devotion, 
wise  counsel  and  generous  giving,  for  a  generation — land-marks  in  Chicago 
Baptist  History.  Deacons  Chenery  Puffer  of  Belden  Avenue;  John  H. 
Wrenn  of  the  First — one  of  thirteen  men  who  some  twenty  years  ago  saved 
this  church  from  the  crash  of  hard  times;  Dr.  James  Grove,  first  of  the 
Western  Avenue  and  then  a  pillar  in  the  old  Second;  John  Palmer  of 
Maywood — another  who  served  as  one  of  the  first  workers  of  Western 
Avenue;  Samuel  Ulbrich,  founder  of  the  mission  that  is  now  the  well- 
grounded  Hungarian  Baptist  Church  of  West  Pullman,  the  first  in  Chicago. 

We  make  grateful  mention,  also,  of  noble  women  who  have  left  us. 
Mrs.  A.  L.  Russell  of  Englewood,  the  worthy  help-meet  of  Deacon  Rus¬ 
sell  who  preceded  her;  Mrs.  Z.  Dixon  of  Messiah,  relative  of  Dr.  Fisher 
of  Japan  and  one  of  the  great  missionary  workers  of  the  Association; 
Mrs.  E.  P.  Phillips  of  the  Second,  for  many  years  member  of  the  Board 
of  the  W.  A.  B.  H.  M.  S. 

Miss  Ellen  M.  Sprague  of  the  Second  has  joined  Aunt  Lizzie,  whose 
guardian  she  was  for  years;  Mrs.  Joel  Bigelow  and  Mrs.  Anna  Sard  Simp¬ 
son  of  Immanuel;  Mrs.  Hannah  Angus  of  Western  Avenue;  Mrs.  Matilda 
Acres  of  Lorimer  Memorial  and  Mrs.  Lydia  J.  Carnahan  of  Tabernacle — 
these  have  left  the  sweet  incense  of  a  saintly  memory. 

Mrs.  B.  F.  Jacobs  of  Immanuel  has  joined  her  husband,  the  world- 
known  Sunday  School  worker;  Mrs.  F.  G.  Thearle,  of  Englewood  and  Mrs. 
Du  Puy,  whom  the  Covenant  Church  learned  in  her  brief  ministry  to 
love  and  for  whose  stricken  pastor  and  family  we  all  feel  the  deepest 
sympathy. 

Of  the  ministers  who  have  gone  to  their  reward,  the  following  names 
are  given :  Rev.  M.  Barker  of  Evanston ;  Rev.  Martin  Domke,  Third 
German ;  Rev.  H.  E.  Norton  of  Berwyn ;  Rev.  C.  E.  Hewitt,  D.  D.  and 
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Rev.  W.  C.  Learned,  of  Hyde  Park.  Brother  Norton  was  a  cherished 
friend  to  many  of  us  and  one  of  God’s  hardy  pioneers  during  many  years. 
He  left  a  record  of  which  his  loved  ones  may  be  proud. 

Dr.  Hewitt’s  name  will  awaken  in  the  majority  of  us  and  of  all  pastors 
in  Chicago  Association  memories  of  good  fellowship,  of  splendid  service, 
of  heroic  example.  He  stood  at  the  door  of  opportunity  for  a  great  host 
of  students  and  many  churches,  and  was  God’s  agent  to  lead  many  a  young 
man  to  victory  in  the  ministry.  We  bear  grateful  testimony  to  his  holy 
ministry  and  godly  life. 

Your  Committee  wishes  to  name  a  lay-preacher  whose  name  appears 
in  this  list,  namely,  Daniel  Martin  of  LaSalle  Avenue.  Converted  from  a 
most  sinful  life,  he  became  a  deliverer  to  hosts  of  the  lost  through  the 
mission  that  bore  his  name  on  Wells  Street.  He  has  entered  into  a  well- 
deserved  rest  and  his  works  follow  him.  His  light  still  shines  in  the  dark¬ 
ness  of  Chicago’s  shums.

A.  F.  Purkiss  brought  to  a  close  this  session  with  a  very  tender 
message  on  “Prayer  as  a  Law.”  Inner  surrender  to  Jesus  Christ 
must  be  the  thing  that  will  transform  the  life.  Prayer  means  a 
most  uncompromising  searching  of  the  heart. 


The  offering  for  the  Ministers’  Home  at  Fenton,  Michigan, 
which  according  to  the  constitution  must  be  taken  following  the 
annual  sermon,  amounted  to  $37.09. 

Thursday  evening  was  devoted  to  Sunday  School 
school7  work  and  began  with  the  report  of  the  Commis- 

Work  sion  on  that  subject,  presented  by  Chairman  John 

H.  Heil. 


The  reports  of  the  Association  show  that  for  fifteen  years  the 
Bible  school  enrolment  has  remained  practically  stationary.  Mean¬ 
while  the  church  membership  and  the  population  of  the  territory 
covered  by  the  Association  has  increased  about  25%.  Each  year 
the  accessions  to  the  church  come  largely  through  the  Bible  school. 
It  is  plain  that  these  young  church  members  are  not  remaining  in 
the  Bible  school  or  the  schools  would  show  a  growth  at  least  pro¬ 
portionate  to  the  growth  in  church  membership.  It  is  plain,  too, 
that  unless  the  membership  of  the  schools  increases  (as  they  are 
the  chief  source  of  supply  for  church  membership)  the  time  will 
speedily  come  when  the  church  membership  will  begin  either  to  re¬ 
main  stationary  or  decline. 
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A  number  of  growing  schools  report  these  as  reasons  for 
growth : 

1.  The  employment  of  a  S.  S.  visitor,  or  regular  visitation  by 
the  pastor,  superintendent  or  teachers. 

2.  A  better  organization  of  the  school,  and  of  classes  in  the 
school. 

3.  Good  music,  including  orchestra  and  competent  director. 

4.  A  settled  pastorate  where  there  had  been  a  vacancy  for 
some  time. 

5.  The  impetus  coming  from  active  participation  of  adult 
classes. 

6.  The  employment  of  business  methods  in  following  up  ab¬ 
sentee  members. 

7.  The  improved  course  of  study  through  the  graded  lessons. 

8.  Continued  special  effort  on  the  part  of  S.  S.  workers. 

Your  commission  reports  these  items  as  worthy  of  the  con¬ 
sideration  of  all  who  are  interested  in  Bible  school  work. 

The  schools  reporting  stationary  or  declining  attendance  ac¬ 
count  for  their  condition  as  follows : 

Lack  of  competent  teachers,  meager  equipment,  lack  of  special 
effort  and  indifference  of  Christian  adults. 

Twenty  of  the  reporting  schools  are  using  the  uniform  lesson 
entirely. 

Thirty-one  are  using  the  graded  lessons  in  part  at  least. 

Of  the  schools  satisfied  with  their  work,  12  use  the  graded, 
and  five  the  uniform  lesson.  While  a  few  schools  seem  not  satis¬ 
fied  with  the  graded  lessons,  the  reports  received  would  seem  to 
indicate  that  they  contribute  to  the  efficiency  of  the  school. 

But  as  the  great  majority  of  schools  report  that  they  are  not 
satisfied  with  results,  or  only  in  part  pleased,  it  seems  desirable 
that  some  plan  of  work  be  outlined  that  will  increase  the  efficiency 
of  the  instruction. 

Some  of  the  remedies  suggested  are : 

1.  The  Church,  parents  and  pupils  must  be  taught  to  take 
Bible  study  seriously. 

2.  More  supplemental  work  and  memorization  of  scripture 
should  be  done. 

3.  There  should  be  closer  supervision,  an  extension  of  the 
graded  lessons,  and  teachers  should  be  better  equipped. 
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4.  The  Christian  home  is  not  supplementing  the  work  as  it 
should. 

This  report,  indicating  as  it  did,  most  painstaking  work  on  the 
part  of  the  Commission  was  enthusiastically  adopted,  the  motion  to 
adopt  carrying  with  it  the  recommendation  that  the  material  gath¬ 
ered  be  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  newly  adopted  commission  on 
Sunday  School  work. 

H.  F.  Cope,  speaking  of  the  Sunday  School  of  the  20th  Cen¬ 
tury,  declared  that  lack  of  definiteness  was  the  most  serious  defect 

in  religious  work  of  the  present  day.  If  we  are 

h.  f.  cope falling  behind  in  Sunday  School  work  it  is  because 

Address  we  have  been  thinking  so  much  of  devices  and 

tricks  that  we  have  lost  all  track  of  the  real  pur¬ 
pose  for  which  the  Sunday  School  exists.  We  have  been  so  anxious 
to  cure  the  ills  that  we  have  forgotten  the  business  of  the  Sunday 
School.  Just  as  the  church  exists  to  make  a  Christian  community, 
so  the  Sunday  School  exists  to  develop  Christian  character.  The 
latter  must  bring  the  home  back  to  a  full  realization  of  its  respon¬ 
sibility  in  the  matter  of  religious  education.  The  boys  and  girls 
of  today  are  the  voters  of  tomorrow  and  the  world  demands  a 
better  type  of  Christian  for  tomorow  than  we  had  yesterday.  The 
test  of  the  church  of  the  future  will  be  its  power  to  develop  Chris¬ 
tian  character. 


Professor  Gerald  B.  Smith  of  the  University  of  Chicago  gave 
an  address  brimming  with  interest,  taking  for  his  theme,  “Chris¬ 
tianity  and  Modern  Ethics.”  We  are  beginning  to 

g  b  smith _  realize,  he  said  that  Christianity  has  before  it  just 

Address  such  an  opportunity  as  confronted  the  apostle 

Paul  or  Martin  Luther.  We  can  teach  the  ethics 
of  the  present  with  modern  power.  Trusting  to  nature  to  right 
things  does  not  mean  Christianity  or  even  justice.  We  have  great 
problems  in  our  modern  cities  because  we  have  let  things  alone 
too  long.  The  spirit  of  Christianity  is  the  spirit  of  ministry.  At 
this  point  Christianity  begins.  God  can  take  a  man  who  seems 
to  be  worthless  and  make  a  prince  out  of  him.  No  other  institu¬ 
tion  on  earth  but  the  church  recognizes  the  fact  that  man  can  be 
lifted  inwardly  and  so  translated.  Social  workers  today  are  turn¬ 
ing  to  the  church  to  supply  power. 

Friday  morning  the  delegates  listened  to  the 
s«clai  report  of  the  Commission  on  Social  Betterment, 

Betterment  presented  by  the  chairman,  M.  P.  Boynton. 

The  present  Chairman  of  this  Commission  was  not  appointed  until  last 
March  and  thus  the  year  was  practically  gone  in  which  this  Commission 
was  supposed  to  be  actively  gathering  its  materials  for  this  report.  There¬ 
fore  nothing  more  than  a  brief  review  of  the  past  year  with  a  few  sug¬ 
gestions  will  be  attempted  here. 
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Immediately  upon  receiving  this  appointment  the  Chairman  wrote  to 
the  other  members  of  the  Commission  dividing  the  work  into  five  general 
heads.  Two  members  of  the  Commission  responded  and  their  contribution 
is  incorporated  in  this  report. 

It  is  a  matter  of  surprise  that  the  University  Professors  on  this  Com¬ 
mission  make  no  contribution  to  this  report.  It  might  be  well  to  discover 
some  means  by  which  those  departments  of  our  great  school,  which  are 
making  such  careful  study  of  the  same  field  this  Commission  is  supposed 
to  cover,  could  relate  themselves  to  the  Churches  of  this  Association  by 
supplying  information,  suggesting  methods  of  study  and  work  that  would 
result  in  more  fruitful  social  endeavor  on  the  part  of  the  local  church.  In 
the  interests  of  social  betterment  there  should  be  accomplished  a  closer 
fellowship  of  life  and  work  between  the  University  and  the  local  churches. 
But  this  work  must  depend  for  leadership  upon  our  teachers  in  the  Uni¬ 
versity. 

Our  Churches  during  the  past  year  have  had  more  or  less  part  in  the 
following  co-operative  movements  in  our  City.  Perhaps  the  most  success¬ 
ful  federation  of  church  life  ever  secured  is  that  known  as  the  Anti-Saloon 
League.  Illinois  is  the  best  organized  and  most  ably  led  State  in  this  par¬ 
ticular  in  the  United  States.  A  fine  Baptist  layman  is  the  General  Super¬ 
intendent  of  the  Illinois  League,  Mr.  Ernest  A.  Scrogin  of  Springfield. 
Under  the  leadership  of  this  League  of  the  Churches  in  the  war  on  the 
liquor  traffic,  the  last  Legislature  passed  three  important  bills,  one  banish¬ 
ing  the  saloons  from  the  doors  at  the  Old  Soldiers’  Home  at  Quincy, 
another  making  it  unlawful  to  sell  or  drink  liquors  on  any  sort  of  railroad 
train  in  this  State,  which  law  has  been  faithfully  obeyed  by  every  railroad 
in  Illinois  so  that  now  it  is  impossible  to  buy  liquors  on  any  kind  of  train 
in  this  state.  The  third  bill  relates  to  State  Parks  making  such  grounds 
absolutely  free  from  liquor  drinking. 

Notable  advance  was  made  in  the  Primaries  of  April  9th,  at  which  time 
the  liquor  candidate  for  nomination  on  the  Republican  ticket  was  defeated 
by  such  an  overwhelming  vote  as  to  retire  him  to  the  private  practice  of 
law  when  his  present  public  functions  end  with  the  year. 

Another  remarkable  union  of  effort  was  that  of  the  "Men  and  Religion 
Forward  Movement  which  has  revived  work  for  and  among  men  in  many 
of  our  Churches.  In  some  churches  there  is  most  promising  activity  among 
and  for  the  boys  that  amply  justifies  the  great  labor  and  sums  spent  in 
this  movement. 

Still  another  satisfying  piece  of  work  is  that  known  as  the  Church 
Federation  Council  of  Chicago  in  which  nine  denominations  are  united 
for  any  and  all  good  work.  In  its  large  Committees  this  Federation  is 
beginning  to  really  lead  the  interdenominational  life  of  this  great  city. 
Good  citizenship,  social  purity,  public  charity,  the  church  and  labor,  and 
other  needed  united  efforts  are  wisely  fostered  and  directed.  This  Federa¬ 
tion  had  no  small  part  in  the  victories  for  civic  righteousness  achieved  on 
April  9th.  Under  the  Purity  Committee  the  Churches  are  now  being  led 
in  an  effort  to  make  effective  the  recommendations  of  our  Chicago  Vice 
Commission.  The  Mayor  will  be  waited  upon  and  asked  to  enforce  the 
present  laws  against  the  so-called  vice  districts  of  our  city,  thus  wiping 
these  social  plague  spots  from  our  midst. 

The  Co-operative  Council  for  City  Missions  is  another  most  helpful 
and  successful  united  effort  of  the  Five  Leading  Protestant  Denominations 
in  Chicago,  which  is  making  for  social  betterment  by  more  evenly  dis¬ 
tributing  the  new  churches  and  missions  of  these  great  bodies  and  thus 
provide  more  adequately  for  the  religious  needs  of  our  city.  Just  now 
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plans  are  being  perfected  by  which  it  is  hoped  that,  with  the  co-operation 
of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  a  larger  work  can  be  done  for  the  Chinese 
along  religious  and  the  other  usual  Y.  M.  C.  A.  lines.  If  this  is  accom¬ 
plished  a  new  center  for  work  among  the  Chinese  will  be  opened  in  the 
new  Chinatown  at  Archer  Avenue  and  22nd  Street. 

Another  great  force  in  our  city  that  is  making  for  social  betterment 
in  which  some  twelve  religious  bodies  are  united  is  the  Midnight  Mission. 
On  a  recent  Sunday  afternoon  the  Scriptures  were  handed  to  29  different 
nationalities  each  one  of  whom  received  the  Word  of  God  printed  in  his 
own  language.  A  foreign  mission  work  in  the  red  slums  of  our  city,  that 
deserves  a  larger  place  in  our  hearts.  .In  all  these  lines  of  effort  our  Bap¬ 
tist  Churches  have  a'  present  part  and  are  taking  an  increasing  interest. 

There  are  other  very  worthy  united  efforts  of  the  churches  that  should 
at  least  be  mentioned  in  this  review  of  the  last  year,  such  as  the  Young 
Peoples’  Civic  League  whose  most  outstanding  service  is  found  in  the  book 
issued  by  them  under  the  title  “The  Vice  Bondage  of  a  Great  City.”  The 
City  Law  Department,  through  the  police  of  Chicago  tried  to  suppress  the 
sale  of  this  book,  but  the  ban  was  soon  lifted  and  a  new  edition  of  the 
book  is  now  being  prepared. 

The  Chicago  Lazo  and  Order  League  continues  to  be  the  most  hopeful 
activity  for  the  federated  religious  forces  of  this  city  in  protecting  the  bal¬ 
lot  box  against  gigantic  frauds.  If  it  had  not  been  for  this  wide  awake 
organization  probably  ten  thousand  fraudulent  votes  would  have  been  cast 
in  the  last  election  and  have  vitally  affected  the  cause  of  civic  advance  in 

this  city.  It  is  this  Law  and  Order  League  that  keeps  up  the  fight  against 

the  agressions  of  the  law  defying  saloons  of  Chicago.  Society  has  no  greater 
foe  than  the  ordinary  retail  liquor  saloon,  and  the  churches  do  well  to 

unite  in  this  League  for  the  local  fight  on  the  forces  of  lawlessness  and 

social  vice. 

. One  member  of  this  Commission  remarks  that  it  is  significant  that 
men  and  women  of  culture  and  means  are  turning  the  lime  light  on  bad 
industrial  conditions,  on  maladministration  in  official  positions  and  are 
tearing  the  masque  from  the  underworld  and  exposing  its  corruptions. 
He  goes  on  to  say,  this  movement  must  be  considered  Christian  rather  than 
civic  because  the  affiliations  of  the  leaders  are  with  the  churches.  It  is 
gratifying  to  see  the  churches  becoming  militant  in  their  attitude  toward 
these  evils. 

The  other  member  of  this  Commission  who  responded  to  the  request 
of  the  Chairman  has  this  to  say — “The  Churches  of  Jesus  Christ  are  fast 
awakening  to  the  fact  that  the  social  welfare  of  the  community  is  closely 
related  to  the  establishment  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.”  The  principles  in 
the  hearts  of  the  Christians  must  find  expression  in  their  lives  or  they 
lose  their  power  over  the  individuals.  Our  churches,  in  common  with, 
others,  are  taking  more  interest  in  the  many  agencies  for  the  prevention 
and  amelioration  of  sickness,  suffering,  ignorance,  depravity,  intemperance 
and  crime.  There  is  a  growing  conviction  that  every  agency  that  makes  it 
easier  for  young  people  to  see,  choose  and  practice  the  right,  and  which 
cultivates  in  them  a  taste  for  the  clean  and  wholesome,  is  worthy  the  sup¬ 
port  of  the  churches.  If  the  churches  give  the  boys,  becoming  men, 
through  the  Boy  Scouts  and  similar  movements,  right  impulses  and  in¬ 
struction  in  true  manliness,  they  will  cheat  the  devil  of  his  self-imposed 
task  of  instructor  for  the  rising  generation.  The  development  of  a  Chris¬ 
tian  civic  consciousness  and  conscience  goes  on  apace.  Political  rascality 
is  not  yet  on  the  run,  but  is  beginning  to  fear,  with  reason,  the  incoming 
of  the  Christian  hosts  into  active  politics.  The  manhood  of  the  churches 
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is  becoming  alive  to  the  possibilities  of  practical  Christianity  politically 
expressed,  and  in  every  effort,  for  the  eradication  of  corrupton  and  the 
establishment  of  righteousness  and  temperance  it  becomes  more  evident 
that  the  day  of  doom  for  political  compromise  with  evil  draws  nigh.  The 
fight  of  the  North  Shore  Churches  against  turning  that  beautiful  lake  shore 
and  its  pleasure  resorts  into  seductive  and  alluring  traps  of  iniquity,  is 
but  one  of  the  instances  of  the  churches  worthily  in  action. 

The  coming  year  holds  many  attractive  opportunities  for  united  effort 
in  the  interest  of  social  betterment.  While  the  great  exposition  known  as 
The  World  in  Chicago  is  missionary  in  its  character  it  nevertheless  is  a 
most  promising  force  for  social  betterment,  not  for  foreign  lands  alone, 
but  for  our  own  city. 

The  approaching  elections  in  November  call  loudly  to  the  churches  for 
patriotic  interest  and  effort  to  elect  a  legislature  committed  to  the  passage 
of  a  County  Local  Option  Bill,  which  law,  if  secured  will  rid  this  whole 
state  of  the  open  saloon  in  all  but  the  larger  cities. 

The  fight  on  commercialized  vice  will  be  vigorously  pressed  during  this 
coming  year.  That  Church  which  remains  inactive  in  this  battle  against 
the  brothel  is  unworthy  of  the  name  of  church  and  ceases  to  merit  even 
the  respect  of  decent  people. 

The  splendid  services  of  the  Juvenile  Protective  Association  deserve 
the  heartiest  assistance  of  the  churches  in  its  effective  activities  on  behalf 
of  the  youth  of  our  city. 

The  movement  to  secure  by  law  one  day’s  rest  in  seven  to  the  toilers 

of  Illinois  and  to  protect  labor  against  the  greed  of  godless  commerce, 
by  limiting  labor  to  60  hours  for  a  week  of  six  days  is  another  challenge 
to  the  churches  for  brotherly  help. 

Social  betterment  will  be  greatly  advanced  by  giving  the  ballot  to 
women  and  this  movement  for  equal  suffrage  in  Illinois  is  worthy  the 
attention  and  active  support  of  the  churches. 

Nor  can  we  close  our  ears  and  eyes  to  the  Christly  work  of  the  rescue 
homes  in  this  city  and  the  growing  kindliness  toward  the  social  outcasts  of 
Chicago.  The  churches  must  more  and  more  engage  in  this  hand  to  hand 
work  of  reclaiming  the  lost. 

The  present  discussion  for  better  marriage  laws  is  another  worthy  task 
for  the  churches  by  leading  the  public  mind  in  righteous  and  just  demands 
for  legislation  protecting  society  against  the  decay  of  our  race  by  continu¬ 
ing  the  present  loose  methods  of  granting  license  to  almost  any  and  every¬ 
body  to  marry,  and  by  allowing  the  divorce  evil  to  menace  the  very  life 
of  our  nation. 

The  recent  movement  in  our  Public  Schools  that  has  opened  a  number 
of  school  halls  for  social  dancing  is  a  grave  invasion  of  the  ethical  rights 
of  thousands  of  Christian  parents.  This  expressed  favor  of  the  school 
authorities  of  the  dance  halls  and  the  dance  itself  is  an  unwarranted 
troubling  of  the  domestic  life  of  hundreds  of  homes  in  Chicago.  The 
churches  can  do  a  lasting  service  to  society  by  insisting  the  laws  that  are 
twisted  to  banish  the  Bible  from  our  Public  School  rooms  shall  be  invoked 
to  banish  the  dance  from  our  school  halls  as  well. 

It  is  time  for  the  churches  to  make  an  ethical  advance  by  putting  the 
standards  of  Christian  conduct  another  notch  higher.  Time  was  when 
liquor  drinking  was  lightly  considered  even  by  the  ministry,  but  that  day 
is  past.  No  Christian  church  today  tolerates  drunkenness  in  its  membership. 
Has  not  the  hour  struck  for  a  like  assault  upon  the  filthy  habit  of  tobacco 
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using  by  certain  ministers  and  church  officials?  Is  it  not  possible  to  induce 
the  leaders  of  our  churches  and  religious  schools  to  discontinue  this  waste¬ 
ful,  offensive  and  dangerous  habit?  Does  not  social  betterment  demand 
that  our  churches  erect  this  standard? 

Your  Commission  is  well  aware  that  many  other  lines  of  effort  for 
social  betterment  could  have,  and  perhaps  ought  to  have  had,  extended 
reference  in  this  report.  Much  could  have  been  said  concerning  the 
educational  forces  making  for  human  advance;  the  quiet  yet  potent  in¬ 
fluence  of  art  perhaps  ought  not  to  have  been  passed  by,  and  doubtless 
many  will  wonder  that  the  home  itself  has  not  been  mentioned  before  now. 
Our  review  and  preview  are  but  partial.  This  simply  shows  how  extended 
is  the  opportunity  of  the  churches  for  activity  in  behalf  of  social  better¬ 
ment.  It  can  be  left  to  the  local  church  to  decide  in  what  lines  of  social 

endeavor  it  can  most  profitably  engage.  No  one  church  can  do  it  all,  but 

all  doing  what  they  can  will  go  far  in  the  accomplishment  of  this  God-given 
task  of  bettering  the  social  conditions  of  our  modern  world. 

It  is  true  from  the  beginning  that  the  first  need  in  social  advance  is 
enlightened  and  impassioned  leadership.  The  churches  look  to  and  must 
depend  upon  the  Ministry  for  this  guiding.  Where  the  minister  sleeps, 
the  church  languishes.  If  the  Master  is  to  lead  His  disciples  more  surely 
in  this  social  service  it  will  be  because  His  ministers  have  drawn  closer 

to  Him.  Just  as  the  church  must  wait  upon  the  call  of  the  pastor,  so  the 

world  waits  upon  the  coming  of  the  church  to  lead  it  out  of  the  darkness 
of  sin  and  the  despair  of  death  to  the  feet  of  Him  who  is  the  Light  of 
the  world  and  the  Life  of  men.

Various  matters  touched  upon  in  the  report  brought  out  ani¬ 
mated  discussion  participated  in  by  Judson  B.  Thomas  and  C.  R. 
Holden  and  answered  by  the  chairman  of  the  Commission.  The 
report  was  adopted. 


M.  P.  Boynton  suggested  the  advisability  of  continuing  the 
sessions  of  the  Association  in  the  future  through  three  days,  meet¬ 
ing  only  afternoons  and  evenings.  In  view  of  the  small  attendance 
upon  the  morning  sessions  he  felt  the  innovation  would  be  well 
worth  trying.  He  also  made  the  further  suggestion  that  the  con¬ 
stitution  be  so  amended  as  to  provide  for  an  Executive  Committee, 
the  same  to  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  together  with 
the  chairmen  of  the  various  committees  and  commissions,  such 
Executive  Committee  to  have  charge  of  all  matters  relating  to 
the  work  of  the  Association  that  might  come  up  during  the  year. 
The  two  suggestions  were  embodied  in  the  form  of  motions  and 
referred  to  the  program  committee. 


The  committee  to  which  was  referred  the  suggestion  of  the 
commission  on  State  of  Religion  in  the  Churches, 
Revival  Effort  that  a  general  revival  movement  be  undertaken  in

Your  Committee  begs  to  report  as  follows: 

1.  We  are  of  undivided  and  firm  belief  that  revivals  are  a  vital  ele¬ 
ment  of  Church  life,  not  only  in  the  past,  but  in  the  present. 

2.  We  would  welcome  as  one  of  the  best  possible  steps  toward  the 
coming  of  better  days  for  our  Church  life,  a  comprehensive  plan  of  pastoral 
exchanges  for  special  evangelistic  efforts  among  the  Churches  of  our  Asso¬ 
ciation. 


3.  Or  another  plan  which  commends  itself  to  us  would  be  the  secur¬ 
ing  of  an  acceptable  evangelist  whose  time,  for  a  given  period,  would  be 
arranged  for  among  the  Churches  of  our  Association. 

4.  But,  whereas  the  Executive  Council  has  an  efficient  Evangelistic 
Committee,  well  organized  and  with  possibilities  of  frequent  meetings  and 
some  financial  resources  to  prosecute  plans,  we  recommend  that  this  whole 
matter  be  referred  to  them  for  consideration  and  most  favorable  action.

Chas  R.  Holden  brought  suggestions  on  “How  to  keep  a  Pas¬ 
tor.”  He  thought  the  subject  assigned  him  occupied  a  position 

somewhere  between  the  analogous  questions  of 
AddreM°lden —  “How  to  keep  a  cook,”  and  “How  to  keep  a  wife.” 

One  is  a  question  of  employment  while  the  other 
involves  a  sacred  relationship.  The  best  method 
of  keeping  food  is  to  preserve  it.  The  best  method  of  keeping  a 
pastor  is  to  keep  him  sweet,  though  not  insipidly  so.  A  high  grade 
of  church  discipline  should  be  maintained.  Offending  members 
should  be  brought  before  official  boards.  Personal  responsibility  of 
members  should  be  secured. 


E.  S.  Osgood  gave  his  ideas  on  “How  to  keep  members  in 
In  no  other  line  of  endeavor  are  the  losses  so  great 
as  in  the  church,  he  maintained.  Members  will 
grow  indifferent.  In  every  church  there  should 
be  carried  on  some  definite  plan  for  the  instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  children. 

Puy  gave  some  practical  plans  which  he  had  found 
“Caring  for  members  distant  from  the  field.”  He 
urged  pastors  to  insist  that  those  of  their  members 
who  removed  to  other  fields  should  take  their  let¬ 
ters  and  unite  with  the  nearest  church.  Non-resi¬ 
dent  members  should  be  made  to  feel  that  they 
are  under  obligation  to  continue  to  support  the  home  church  finan¬ 
cially. 

Brethren  Manning,  Ralph  and  Holden  discussed  the  question 
of  Sunday  School  athletics  in  its  bearing  on  church  progress.  The 
session  came  to  a  close  with  Mr.  Purkiss’  devotional  talk  on  “Prayer 
as  Inner  Uplift.”

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The  attendance  on  Friday  afternoon  was  the  largest  during 
the  entire  meeting.  So  interesting  was  this  session  which  was  in 

the  hands  of  the  women  that  the  Association  unani- 
Womtn’i  mously  voted  to  give  them  an  hour  and  a  half  in 

the  future.  Mrs.  Herbert  E.  Goodman,  president 
of  the  Women’s  Baptist  Mission  Union  of  Chi¬ 
cago,  presided.  She  introduced  Miss  Rebecca  Davie  of  Spelman 
Seminary  who  spoke  on  “The  efficiency  of  Baptist  Woman’s  work 
at  home.”  Miss  Davie  took  her  audience  on  an  imaginary  trip, 
visiting  first  the  Training  School  and  then  stopping  successsively 
among  the  Indians,  Chinese,  Japanese,  Alaskans,  Mill  and  Mining 
people  and  finally  ending  at  Spelman  Seminary. 

Miss  Anna  E.  Frederickson  of  Burma,  pictured  most  vividly 
the  “Efficiency  of  Baptist  Woman’s  Work  Abroad.”  She  told  of 
the  wonderful  modern  awakening  among  the  Burmese  and  of  their 
readiness  to  hear  the  gospel.  A  double  quartet  from  the  Training 
School  sang,  “Send  the  Light.” 

The  Committee  on  Budget  reported  through  the 
Budget  chairman,  H.  R.  Clissold. 

Some  uncertainty  exists  as  to  what  is  designed  to  t>e  included  in  the 
report  of  the  “Committee  on  Budget.”  This  committee  originated  in  a  dis¬ 
cussion  of  plans  for  developing  the  beneficences  of  our  churches ;  but  from 
the  company  in  which  it  is  found  in  our  Constitution  it  might  fairly 
be  inferred  that  its  report  should  cover  the  work  of  the  local  churches  in 
raising  their  respective  budgets  for  both  home  expenses  and  beneficences. 

However,  in  the  absence  of  specific  instructions,  the  precedent  of  last 
year  has  been  followed,  and  this  report  deals  only  with  what  is  called  in 
our  statistics  “The  Missionary  Budget,”  work  on  which  was  reported  to 
our  Association  for  the  first  time  in  1909. 

Last  year  your  Committee  presented  a  more  detailed  report  than  seemed 
to  be  called  for  at  this  time;  and  for  purposes  of  comparison  part  of  the 
figures  then  given  are  repeated  now,  with  the  statistics  for  this  year 
added. 

These  figures  are,  on  the  whole  satisfactory.  They  do  not  indicate 
any  marked  changes,  but  they  do  show  a '  growing  appreciation  of  the  im¬ 
proved  method  illustrated  in  the  apportionment  plan,  and  a  better  recogni¬ 
tion  of  the  place  the  benevolence  budget  must  have  in  church  finance.  The 
figures  are  based  on  the  reports  to  the  Association  for  its  meetings  in 
1909,  1910,  1911  and  1912.

This  shows  that  in  four  years  the  number  of  churches  that  sent  in  less 
than  the  amount  apportioned  them  has  decreased  from  43  out  of  70  to  39 
out  of  74.  It  is  significant  that  the  number,  of  churches  returning  the  exact 
amount  of  their  apportionments  grow  less,  while  the  number  returning  more 
than  the  amount  apportioned  them  has  doubled  in  four  years.  The  propor¬ 
tion  of  churches  meeting  their  apportionment  has  increased  from  29%  to 
43%;  and  there  is  refreshment  in  the  fact  that  the  total  amount  returned  has 
grown  from  73%  to  85^%  of  the  total  Association  apportionment. 

These  statistics  prompt  a  few  suggestions : 

(1)  The  importance  of  systematic  education  concerning  objects  of 
benevolence.  Spasms  of  effort  to  inform  church  members  are  sadly  in¬ 
efficient;  the  regular  monthly  missionary  program  at  the  prayer  meeting  is 
insufficient.  A  small  number  of  members  informed  means  a  small  number 
interested.  Making  disciples  of  all  the  nations  calls  for  teaching  those  at 
home  as  well  as  those  abroad  the  things  our  Lord  has  commanded.  We 
commend  to  the  careful  study  and  sympathetic  co-operation  of  pastors 
and  churches  the  program  of  education  outlined  by  the  Northern  Baptist 
Convention. 

(2)  The  inadequate  recognition  of  the  stewardship  principle.  The 
great  necessity  of  “line  upon  line”  concerning  this  matter,  and  the  consis¬ 
tent  observance  of  the  practice  of  laying  by  the  Lord’s  share  by  our  church 
members,  that  He  be  not  robbed,  should  be  evident  to  all. 

(3)  The  value  of  the  “ every-member  canvass.”  Instances  could  be 
multiplied  among  our  churches  of  the  pronounced  success  of  this  very  sane 
and  s;mple  method.  In  one  case  the  churrh  budget  was  $850;  the  pledges 
previous  to  the  canvass  amounted  to  $372,  but  after  the  canvass  they 
totaled  $1,008.  In  another  case  the  canvass  resulted  in  the  securing  of 
pledges  covering  more  than  three  and  a  half  times  the  amount  required  to 
meet  the  apportionment,  and  the  collection  of  3^2  times  the  sum  asked. 

(4)  Appreciation  of  the  great  service  rendered  us  by  the  Northern 
Baptist  Convention.  There  are  many  ways  in  which  our  recognition  of 
what  we  owe  to  this  splendid  organization  may  be  expressed,  but  none  more 
practical  than  the  hearty  incorporation  into  our  budgets  of  beneficence  of 
a  generous  amount  for  Convention  expenses. 

(5)  A  Change  in  the  Constitution.  A  standing  committee  “on  Budget” 
seems  out  of  place  among  committees  on  "Resolutions,  Obituaries,  Program, 
etc.  It  does  not  explain  itself.  Possibly  if  the  very  important  feature  of 
our  church  work  intended  to  be  covered  by  this  term  were  classed  with 
others  of  like  general  character,  and  given  a  different  title  (say  “Church 
Beneficence”)  which  would  include  such  matters  as  missionary  budgets, 
stewardship,  system  in  finance,  etc.,  it  might  more  readily  secure  the  thor¬ 
ough  study  needed  and  more  adequate  presentation.

The  report  of  the  Budget  Committee  was  adopted  and  the 
recommendations  made  therein  were  referred  to  the  Program  Com¬ 
mittee.  A.  F.  Anderson,  voicing  the  feeling  of  many  that  the  women 
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should  be  allowed  more  than  one  hour  for  the  presentation  of  their 
work,  moved  that  Rule  7  of  the  By-laws  be  so  changed  as  to  permit 
the  granting  of  two  hours  of  the  Friday  afternoon  session  for  this 
purpose.  The  matter  was  referred  to  the  Program  Committee. 


J.  Y.  Aitchison,  representing  the  Foreign,  Home  and  Publica¬ 
tion  Societies  said  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  deficits  were  faced, 

the  present  was  the  most  hopeful  hour  in  the  his- 
j.  y.  Aitchison—  tory  of  our  work.  The  ground  for  his  optimism 

lay  in  the  fact  that  individuals  and  churches  all 
over  the  country  were  getting  a  vision  of  the  pos¬ 
sibilities  in  mission  work.  Business-like  methods  in  church  finance 
is  the  crying  need.  The  every  member  canvass  is  a  necessity. 

After  a  solo  by  Miss  Humphrey  of  Cordova,  Ill.,  E.  P.  Brand 
spoke  of  “The  New  Illinois  Plan.”  This  in  brief  is  to  relate  all  our 

denominational  activities  throughout  the  state,  with 
e.  p.  Brand—  the  State  Convention.  The  state  should  be  related 

to  city  mission  work  in  Chicago  and  a  percentage 
of  the  money  given  by  the  Chicago  churches  should 
be  turned  back.  In  short  the  Baptist  denomination  in  the  state 
should  be  back  of  everything  that  bears  the  name  Baptist. 

M.  P.  Boynton  presented  the  following  resolution  which  was 
unanimously  adopted :  “Whereas,  it  is  now  some  years  since  Chi¬ 
cago  has  entertained  the  Illinois  Baptist  State  Con- 
Rr solution  vention,  and  during  these  years  there  has  been  a 

growing  fellowship  of  service  between  the  great  city  and  the  great 
state,  therefore 


Be  it  resolved,  That  we  express  the  hope  that  the  State  Con¬ 
vention  come  to  Chicago  for  its  sessions  in  October,  1913,  and 

Be  it  resolved,  That  we  suggest  to  the  mother  church  of  our 
city,  our  honored  First  church,  that  she  invite  the  Convention  to 
meet  in  her  building  with  the  assurances  from  this  Association  of 
every  help  possible  from  the  other  churches,  especially  those  on  the 
south  side,  in  entertaining  the  delegates  and  sharing  in  such  other 
service  as  can  be  rendered.” 


Superintendent  F.  I.  Anderson  of  the  Executive  Council  dis¬ 
cussed  the  theme,  “The  local  church  evangelizing  Chicago.’'  Only 

nine  states  in  the  Union  he  said  had  a  population 
f.  Lf.  Anderson—  larger  than  that  of  Chicago.  As  many  live  in 
Address  Chicago  as  in  California,  Alabama  or  Wisconsin. 

He  magnified  the  importance  of  the  small  church 
and  made  a  stirring  appeal  for  a  more  progressive  and  aggressive 
form  of  evangelism.  This  he  declared  was  the  only  hope  of  the 
church. 
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The  Program  Committee  for  the  first  time  made  provision  for 
a  second  sermon  and  invited  S.  J.  Skevington  to  be  the  preacher. 

He  dwelt  on  the  necessity  of  producing  in  the 

ieraoneVlll8rtOI1_”C^l1rc^  a  degree  of  spirituality.  In  all  re¬ 

form  movements  and  in  all  our  social  service  we 
should  never  forget  that  life  is  spiritual.  The 
great  danger  is  that  the  church  may  outrun  her  faith  and  thus  be¬ 
come  bankrupt. 

A.  F.  Purkiss  gave  the  last  of  his  prayer  talks  and  left  an 
atmosphere  that  was  profoundly  devotional.  His  subject  was 
“Praying  is  Working.” 

The  closing  session  of  the  meeting  was  devoted  to  work  of 
the  young  people  and  was  introduced  with  the  report  of  the  Com¬ 
mission  on  Young  People’s  work,  presented  by 
People  C.  W.  Gilkey.  This  report  is  herewith  presented 

in  full. 

% 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  last  year’s  Commission  presented  as  its  report 
a  statistical  investigation  into  what  is  being  done  for  and  by  our  young 
people,  your  Commission,  this  year  has  thought  it  wise  to  present  a  report 
along  another  line.  In  our  work  with  young  people,  as  in  many  other  de¬ 
partments  of  our  church  life,  we  often  find  ourselves  experimenting  with 
methods,  while  at  the  same  time  we  are  by  no  means  clear  as  to  under¬ 
lying  principles.  It  seems  indeed  a  national  characteristic  of  all  of  us 

Americans,  to  keep  ourselves  and  others  exceedingly  busy  doing  this  or 

that,  while  at  the  same  time  we  are  not  quite  sure  just  why  we  are  doing 
it,  or  what  we  are  aiming  at.  Accordingly  your  Commssion  has  determined 
to  present  a  report  dealing  with  principles  of  work  with  young  people, 
rather  than  with  methods  or  results.  It  realizes  that  these  principles  will 
be  rather  general ;  but  it  hopes  that  they  may  clear  our  thinking  and  show 
us  not  only  whither  we  ought  to  be  bound,  but  how  quickest  to  get  there. 

We  have  been  further  confirmed  in  this  policy  by  the  discovery  that 
the  real  problems  in  the  minds  of  the  actual  leaders  of  our  young  peoples' 
work,  are  problems  not  so  much  of  method  as  of  underlying  principle. 
And  we  are  confident  that  any  questions  as  to  what  has  been  and  is  being 
actually  done,  will  be  answered  by  the  next  speaker,  who  will  report  as 
president  of  our  city  B.  Y.  P.  U.  on  the  work  of  the  year. 

That  some  rethinking  of  the  principles  of  work  with  young  people 

is  necessary,  is  shown  by  two  facts.  One  is  that  so  many  pastors  are 
doubtful  about  certain  tendencies  of  organized  work  with  young  people, 
and  fearful  that  our  young  people  are  becoming  chiefly  interested  in  and 
loyal  to  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  or  the  C.  E.  Society,  rather  than  to  the  church 
itself.  Now  so  far  as  this  is  true,  it  is  an  unfortunate  and  indeed  serious 
state  of  affairs.  The  church  itself,  and  not  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  or  Sunday 
School  or  Brotherhood,  is  the  great  and  lasting  organization  to  which  the 
loyalty  of  every  Christian,  young  or  old,  should  be  directly  attached ;  and 
so  far  as  any  of  these  subsidiary  organizations  intercept  or  weaken  the 
loyalty  of  their  members  to  the  church  itself,  there  is  something  funda¬ 
mentally  wrong  in  our  church  organization.  “For  Christ  and  the  Church” — 
these  are  the  two  great  ends  for  which  a  Young  Peoples’  Society  should 
exist;  but  the  Society  itself  is  only  a  means,  and  should  subordinate  itself 
as  such.  The  other  fact  that  calls  for  a  re-examination  of  our  funda- 
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mental  principles  and  policy  of  work,  is  the  fact  that  many  Young  Peoples’ 
Societies  have  weakened  or  failed  for  lack  of  close  and  sympathetic  rela¬ 
tion  and  support  from  the  church  itself.  Where  there  has  been  strain  or 
even  tension  between  the  Young  Peoples’  Society  and  the  church,  it  has 
usually  been  mutual,  and  the  result  has  been  that  each  side  has  suffered. 

Now  if  we  look  back  into  the  church  history  of  the  last  century,  we  can 
very  easily  understand  how  this  state  of  affairs  has  come  about.  In  the 
days  of  our  grandfathers  the  church  was  the  single  and  inclusive  organiza¬ 
tion  which  worked  directly  for  old  and  young  alike,  and  to  which  all  alike 
were  attached.  It  carried  on  all  its  work,  religious,  educational,  social,  mis¬ 
sionary,  directly  for  all  classes  alike.  It  was  a  single,  simple,  and  undiffer¬ 
entiated  piece  of  machinery. 

Then  came  the  era  of  differentiation  and  specialization  at  the  very 
climax  of  which  we  ourselves  live  today.  The  special  functions  of  the 
church,  educational,  social,  civic,  devotional,  began  to  be  recognized — and 
also  the  special  needs  of  the  two  sexes  and  of  different  ages.  The  result 
was  the  long  list  of  subordinate  organizations  for  special  purposes  or  for 
special  classes  within  the  all-embracing  life  of  the  church,  which  makes  the 
organization  of  a  modern  church  such  a  maze  of  wheels  within  wheels. 
The  Sunday-school  was  the  first  of  these  subordinate  organizations,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  women’s  societies.  Then,  with  a  burst  of  enthusiasm,  came 
the  Young  People’s  Movement,  and  last  of  all  the  Brotherhoods.  And  be¬ 
side  all  these  major  societies,  there  have  developed  dubs,  leagues,  and 
bands,  for  all  kinds  of  good  and  useful  purposes  from  sewing  socials 
to  prayer  and  personal  work,  and  for  all  ages  from  kindergarten  children 
to  grandmothers  in  Israel.  Everyone  knows,  but  none  so  well  as  the  pastor, 
what  a  maze  of  machinery  a  modern  church  is. 

And  now  we  are  suddenly  waking  up  to  realize  the  new  problems  cre¬ 
ated  for  us  by  all  this  organization.  Where  amid  all  this  machinery  does 
the  church  come  in?  What  is  its  special  function  and  its  true  relation  to 
all  these  agencies?  We  have  found  our  children  attaching  their  loyalty 
to  the  Sunday-school,  our  young  people  to  their  societies,  our  women  to 
theirs,  and  our  men  to  the  Brotherhood — and  who  is  left  to  love  and  serve 
the  church?  The  danger  that  the  modern  local  church  shall  disintegrate 
into  a  number  of  groups  of  people  interested  each  in  some  specific  kind  of 
work  and  service,  and  held  together  as  a  church  only  by  a  general  desire 
to  serve  Christ  and  their  fellows,  has  in  our  over-organized  age  become  a 
very  real  one.  Is  not  this  perhaps  one  reason  among  several  why  there  is 
so  much  confusion  abroad  as  to  what  church  membership  means?  What 
it  means  to  be  a  member  of  the  Sunday-school  or  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  we  know. 
But.  paraphrasing  the  old  proverb  about  not  being  able  to  see  the  wood  for 
the  trees,  may  we  not  say  that  many  people  have  not  been  able  to  see  the 
church  tor  its  subordinate  societies?  And  is  it  any  wonder  that  amid  all 
these  organizations,  each  going  its  own  way,  there  has  been  duplication, 
confusion  and  waste? 

This  is  the  situation  which  has  called  forth  the  cry  for  church  efficiency 
which  is  now  heard  throughout  the  land.  With  that  demand,  and  with  the 
readjustment  to  which  it  is  leading,  we  are  swinging  into  a  new  era  in 
church  life — the  era  of  simplification,  centralization,  and  co-ordination.  Un¬ 
less  all  signs  fail,  we  are  about  to  rediscover  the  church  as  the  central  and 
permanent  institution  which  exists  for  all  these  purposes,  and  to  which  the 
loyalty  of  every  member  should  be  directly  attached.  These  various  organ¬ 
izations  will,  as  the  principle  of  efficiency  is  worked  out,  become  to  the 
church  what  hands  and  feet  are  to  the  body;  not  loosely  related  or  “tangen¬ 
tial”  societies  dividing  the  loyalty  of  their  members,  but  differentiated  or- 
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gans  through  which  the  whole  church  shall  function  directly  for  certain  spe¬ 
cific  purposes.  In  the  ideal  church  of  the  future,  the  Sunday-school,  B.  Y. 
P.  U.,  and  other  organizations  will  not  go  each  their  own  way,  but  each 
will  be  a  function  of  the  unified  and  central  church.  For  its  educational 
work,  the  entire  church  will  organize  itself  as  a  Sunday-school;  for  its 
work  among  young  people,  as  a  B.  Y.  P.  U. ;  and  so  on.  And  the  whole 
will  be  co-ordinated  through  one  central  body,  possibly  the  Advisory  Com¬ 
mittee,  acting  as  a'  kind  of  board  of  managers  for  the  entire  church. 

But  this  is  a  report  on  young  peoples’  work,  and  not  on  church  organ¬ 
ization  or  efficiency.  So  much  time  has  been  spent  on  this  preliminary 
statement,  because  your  commission  feels  that  a  firm  grasp  on  these  princi¬ 
ples  will  help  toward  the  solution  of  many  problems  of  young  peoples’  work. 
There  should  be  just  as  much  separate  and  subordinate  organization  in  a 
church  as  is  necessary  for  that  church  to  function  efficiently  along  its  vari¬ 
ous  lines,  and  for  its  various  classes  and  constituents — but  no  more.  A  ques¬ 
tion  that  faces  the  present  leaders  of  our  young  people’s  work  is  as  to 
how  far  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  should  conduce  educational  work.  Now  in  the 
light  of  these  principles  there  ought  ideally  to  be  in  every  church  one 
single  organization  through  which  that  church  shall  function  educationally 
for  all  its  members ;  while  the  Sunday-school  has  made  encouraging  progress 
toward  this  goal,  it  does  not  as  yet  by  any  means  fully  discharge  this  func¬ 
tion.  For  the  present,  therefore,  there  is  distinct  need  and  opportunity  for 
the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  to  assist  in  the  educational  work  of  the  church  in  two  ways; 
first,  by  the  support  and  strengthening  of  the  educational  work  of  the  Sun¬ 
day-school  among  young  people ;  and  second,  by  the  supplementing  of  that 
work  wherever  necessary,  particularly  in  education  along  missionary  and 
church  history  lines. 

What  then  are  the  other  distinctive  functions  that  call  for  a  young  peo¬ 
ples’  society?  In  the  mind  of  your  Commission  they  are  as  follows.  There 
is  the  devotional  need.  There  is  also  the  social  need.  In  the  social  life  of 
a  church  and  in  the  social  life  of  the  community,  particularly  in  a  modern 
city,  there  is  a  great  and  growing  need  for  wholesome  social  intei course 
among  young  men  and  young  women,  and  especially  for  those  who  are 
away  from  home.  This  social  need  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  should  meet.  The 
average  young  Christian  needs  to  be  educated  up  to  an  appreciation  of  and 
participation  in  the  prayer  meeting  of  the  church. 

Further,  the  devotional  needs  of  young  people  are  unique  enough,  and 
the  importance  of  teaching  the  young  people  themselves  to  meet  them  is  great 
enough,  amply  to  warrant  a  separate  religious  meeting  under  the  direction 
of  the  B.  Y.  P.  U.  Whether  this  meeting  should  take  the  form  every  week 
of  a  devotional  prayer  meeting  is,  however,  an  open  question.  The  frequent 
introduction  of  devotional  addresses  by  older  persons,  and  of  talks  on  def¬ 
inite  lines  of  Christian  work  and  service,  possibly  even  the  regular  aHerna- 
tion  of  these  with  the  devotional  meetings,  seems  in  many  cases  advisable. 

Social.  Again  there  is  need  for  practical  service.  There  are  certain 
opportunities  for  usefulness  in  the  life  of  every  church  and  of  every  com¬ 
munity  which  appeal  particularly  to  young  people,  and  which  they  are  par¬ 
ticularly  qualified  to  meet.  What  these  are.  each  society  in  each  church 
must  discover  for  itself.  One  of  the  most  valuable  services  which  our  soci¬ 
eties  are  rendering  the  church  is  the  active  enlistment  of  young  people  in 
meeting  those  needs.  So  far  as  possible  every  young  person  in  the  church 
should  be  enlisted  in  some  concrete  form  of  service;  and  this  can  best  be 
done  through  the  Young  Peoples’  Societies. 

In  conclusion,  your  Commission  would  make  the  following  recommenda¬ 
tions  growing  out  of  these  principles ; 
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1.  We  heartily  commend  the  present  policy  of  the  leaders  in  our  young 
peoples’  work  in  seeking  to  work  so  far  as  possible  directly  through  the 
local  church,  and  we  recommend  that  this  policy  be  continued  and  extended 
in  every  way  possible. 

2.  We  recommend  that  pastors  and  church  leaders,  recognizing  the 
Young  Peoples’  Society  as  the  arm  through  which  the  church  works  among 
young  people,  give  to  it  all  possible  support  and  strength. 

3.  We  recommend  that  the  work  of  our  young  peoples’  societies  be 
articulated  as  closely  as  possible  with  the  whole  work  of  the  church ;  where 
practicable  by  the  representation  of  the  society  on  the  managing  board  of 
the  church ;  and  by  the  active  participation  in  the  work  of  the  society  of  at 
least  some  leaders  connected  with  the  general  work  of  the  church. 

Finally  there  is  the  need  for  outlook.  Every  young  Christian  must  learn 
that  the  work  of  the  kingdom  of  God  is  not  simply  local,  but  city  wide, 
nation  wide,  world  wide;  and  he  must  learn  to  relate  his  own  interest,  giv¬ 
ing,  prayer  and  service  to  the  great  enterprises  of  the  kingdom  at  home  and 
abroad.  It  is  the  task  of  every  Young  Peoples’  .Society  to  develop  in  every 
one  of  its  members  that  intelligent  and  devoted  loyalty  to  the  cause  of 
Christ  throi’ghout  the  world  which  Henry  Van  Dyke  has  splendidly  called, 
‘the  patriotism  of  the  kingdom  of  God.” 

The  Program  Committee  to  which  was  referred  various  sug¬ 
gestions  that  had  come  up  during  the  meeting  made  its  report  at 
this  time,  offering  three  recommendations  all  of  which  were  adopted. 

1.  That  Article  VI  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  the 
addition  of  the  following:  “These  officers  with  the  chairmen  of 

the  standing  committees  shall  form  the  Executive 
constitutional  Committee  of  this  Association,  which  committee 
Amendments  js  authorized  to  transact  all  necessary  business  of 

the  Association  between  its  annual  sessions  as 
prescribed  in  Article  V  and  to  this  committee  may  be  referred  all 
proposed  changes  in  the  constitution  and  rules  of  order,  and  other 
important  matters  for  their  consideration  and  recommendation  to 
the  association.” 

2.  That  Article  VIII  of  the  Constitution  be  amended  by  sub¬ 
stituting  the  words  “On  church  beneficence,”  for  the  words,  “On 
budget.” 

3.  That  No.  7  in  the  rules  of  order  be  amended  by  inserting 
the  words,  “One  and  one  half  hours,”  in  place  of  “one  hour.” 

Inasmuch  as  the  meeting  of  1913  goes  to  Waukegan,  the 
committee  made  no  recommendation  on  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Boyn¬ 
ton  that  morning  sessions  be  eliminated  and  the  Association  con¬ 
tinue  through  three  days. 

Albert  G.  Henderson,  president  of  the  Chicago  B.  Y.  P.  U. 
spoke  enthusiastically  in  support  of  the  ideas  presented  in  the  re¬ 
port  of  the  commission.  The  Young  People’s 
Society  is  not  a  rival  of  the  church,  but  should

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Henry  Clay  Miller  of  Highland  Park  read  a  most  helpful 
paper  on  “The  Message  of  Christ  to  Young  People.”  The  point 

of  his  thought  was  that  this  message  of  Christ 
h.  c.  Miller —  was  the  cap  to  young  people  for  what  they  are 

in  themselves. 


John  M.  Dean  gave  the  closing  address  on  the  theme,  “Young 
People  and  the  Work  of  the  Church.”  The  young  people  con¬ 
stitute,  said  he,  our  educational  opportunity,  our 
field  from  which  come  our  leaders  and  the  evan¬ 
gelistic  force  of  the  church.”

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HISTORICAL  RECORD. 

Chicago  Baptist  Association. 

1835  The  Northern  Baptist  Association  of  Illinois,  Indiana  and  Wisconsin 
Territory  was  organized  in  September,  1835,  at  DuPage,  DuPage  Co., 
Ill.  Four  churches  were  represented — Aux  Plain  (afterward  called  Hadley), 
organized  1834,  34  members;  Chicago,  organized  1833,  40  members;  DuPage, 
organized  1834,  34  members;  Plainfield,  organized  1834,  12  membeirs. 

1837.  The  Association  at  its  meeting  in  Plainfield,  October,  1837,  changed 
its  name  to  Northern  Baptist  Association  of  Illinois. 

1846.  The  Association,  at  its  meeting  in  Bristol,  June,  1846,  voted  to  divide 
its  territory  on  a  line  running  west  through  Washington  Street, 

Chicago,  to  the  western  boundary  of  the  Association — the  churches  north  of  the 
line  to  retain  the  name  Northern  Illinois  Baptist  Association,  and  those  south 
of  the  line  to  retain  the  organization  and  take  the  name  of  Fox  River  Baptist 
Association. 

1847.  At  its  first  meeting  after  the  division,  held  in  Dundee,  May,  1847,  the 
Northern  Illinois  Association  changed  its  name  to  that  of  Chicago 

Baptist  Association. 

1877.  At  its  meeting  in  Batavia,  June,  1877,  the  Fox  River  Association  voted 
to  divide  into  the  Lakeside  Baptist  Association  and  the  Aurora  Bap¬ 
tist  Association — the  former  to  retain  the  organization. 

1881  The  Lakeside  and  Chicago  Associations,  at  their  respective  meetings  in 
1881,  voted  to  consolidate  under  the  name  of  Chicago  Baptist  Asso¬ 
ciation.  This  union  was  consummated  at  Dundee  in  1882.
